HOT many unhappy girls h»T» pus: 


dearly for the early upbringing of their 
yonng husbands, who, tbe first glamour

— Coffee should be browned at least 


twice a week, and kept in air-tight canis- 
ters, and only ground just immediately 
before using. Pick tha green coffee cnre- 
fully over; shake it in n collender to free 
it from dust, and rub it in a cloth. While 
roasting stir it constantly; the moment 
the berry crackles and becomes criip 
enough to pulverize, it is fiufticiently 
roasted. 
Stir in a small piece of butter 


the size of n wnlunt, and put the coffee 
steaming hot into an air-tight canister. 
For making, put your ground coft'ee into 
a bowl with just sufficient cold water to 
moisten it; beat an egg, shell and all; 
mil it well through the coffee. 
Rinse 


your coffee-boiler out with boiling wa- 
ter; 
put in the coffee, and pour over it 


the required amount of boiling water. 
Let it boil fifteen minutes. 
When it be- 


gins to boil stir it frequently, and never 
leave it until the grounds sink. Poor a 
little from the spout, in order to remove 
the grounds that may have boiled into 
it, anil pour it brick into the pot. It is 
very much belter if served without de- 
canting it. 
Allow one tablespoonful of 


ground coffoo for each person, nnd one 
for the pot, and add three pints of boil- 
ing water to seven spoonfuls ol coffee. 


— Infants are sometimes very restless 


at night, nnd it is generally owing either 
to cramming them with a heavy supper, 
tight nigbt clothes, or being overheated 
.by too many blankets. It may result 
from putting them to sleep too early. 
They should be kept awake until the 
family are going to rest and the house 
free from noise. Undressing nnd bath- 
ing will weary and dispose them for 
sleep, and the universal siillnesi will 
promote it.
